Patronage Slips Due 
At GCS By Jan. 19 


Patronage return slips) anid 
forms for the year 1951 must be 
turned in at the GCS office not 
later than 5 p.m. Saturday, Jan- 
uary 1%, GCS controller Robert 
Morrow announced this week. In- 
structions are printed on the 
forms, and additional copies are 
available in all stores. 

New this year is an adding-ma- 
chine which kas been made avail- 
able for patrons’ use in the lobbv 
of the Greenbelt supermarket. 
Tapes from the machine should be 
attached to each bundle of slips. 

Last year more than 1600 fami- 
lies turned in slips representing 
over a million and a half dollars 
in sales, or close to 60% of GCS' 
tctal volume of business for the 
year. Refunds amounted to $33.- 
00. Of this, over 50% was left in 
the organization toward the pur- 
chase of additional stock. 

Asked about the possible per- 
centage of refund, General Mana- 
ger Sam Ashelman said that it is 
still too early to set the exact date. 
This will not be determined until 
aftc~ the books are finally audited 
and dividends on stock are calcu- 
laced. 

Less Than 1950 

He said, however, tuat the pa- 
tronage refund will be less than 
last year’s. He cited as reasons 
the general conditions in the food 
industry, where margins have been 
squeezed, and the fact that the 
two new stores in Takoma Park 


. have not been open long enough 


this year to make any sizeable con- 
tribution to total net earnings. 

Although the refund rate wil! be 
less, Ashelman pointed out thac 
interest on cepital stock will re- 
main at the usual 5% rate. This 
tate has beer paid continuously 
on stock since the organization 
‘was formed, over $54,000 having 
keen paid to sharenolders through 
the years. 

Since 1940, when the cooperative 
raid its first patronage refund, the 
organization has had net savings 
each year, and during the 1ll-yrar 
period has paid back over $140,000 
te its patrons.

The general] 
topic for the first meeting, sched- 
uled for January 9, at & pm. in 
the auditorium of the Bladensburg 
Junior High School, is “Why Do 
We Need a Change in County Gov- 
ernment?” Dr. Elwyn Mauck, Di- 
rector of the Maryland State Fiscal 
Research Bureau, will be the main 
speaker of the evening.

county and a representative of th. 
Chicago company, Public Admin- 
istration Service. This firm took 
five months to make the survey ot 
the county during 1951.

This 
firm is anxious to see to it that the 
readers of the Survey Report of 
Prince Georges County unde. stand 
all its implications to the fullest 
extent.

WCFM DRIVE 


Many friends of WCEM, Wash- 
ington s cooperative EFM ~ radio 
station have looked upon it as a 
purely commercial business and 


hive expected it to depend for its 
suppert on advertising groceries, 
rudio sets, clothing, ete. This, I 
think, is an inadequate concept. 

WCEFM has always nad at least 
two objectives that were not ourely 
commercial, The first is to supply 
programs of a high morai and cul- 
tural tone and vrofessiona! excel- 
lence to people who have felt the 
lack cf that kind of program. The 
second is to create an agency for 
defending and advancing social, 
economic, and industrial justice, 
democracy and brotherhood. The 
agencies that ordinarily promote 
these things are organizations like 
the American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion. the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple. churches and colleges. So far 
«s WCFM operates in these fields, 
it is a non-profit agency like the 
rest, and they are all supported bv 
centributions. 


We have ample evidence that 
WCFM has fulfilled its objective 
of furnishing entertainment pro- 
gram: of nigh cultural standards 
and professional excellence. One 
proof is the fact that the National 
Gallery of Art uses this channel 
exclusively for broadcasting its 
riusical pregrams. Another is that 
the literary leaders of the Con- 
gsressional Library continually co- 
operate and participate in present- 
ing WCEFM’s poetry programs. 
Terhaps the most outstanding and 
convincing testimonial to the high 
quality of our programs came to 
us incidentally and unintentionally. 
Of the 4150 programs listed by the 
Washington Post in its daily 
“Highlights” during the first 46 
weeks of 1851, 452 were WCFM 
programs. This is well above the 
average for the ten leading Wash- 
ington stations. 

Our station has also fulfilled its 
objective as a champion of social 
betterment. When I want to hear 
courageous and out-spoken cham- 
nions of all sorts of liberal causes, 
T tune to 99.5 to hear WCE™M’s com- 
mentators and special programs. 
WCFM is unique. among radio 
stations and among agencies for 
social justice generally, for its in- 
telligent and courageous discussion 
of public questions. 

Sacrifices for WCEFM are well 
justified. It takes salaries and 
rent and electricity to broadcast 
WCFM's cultural programs and 
jrograms in the interest of hu- 
mianity. This is what we are try- 
ing to raise money for. Through 
the crtorts of the past several 
years we have bulit a station that 
has made an outstanding place for 


itself in the redio field. Unless we 
rally to the station's support, we 
may lose this opportunity to pro- 


mote the great objectives for which 
ine station was founded. Success 
of this station will be worth to us 
all the moncy we pay.

Patronage Dividends 

Patronage dividends for 1951 
will be paid at a somewhat Jower 
rate than in 1950, Ashelman an- 
nounced. Customers in the Ta- 
koma Park stores who ere not so 
familiar as those in Greenbelt witi 
the refund procedure, will be in- 
formed about it by means of spe- 
cial placards placed on the cash 
registers. 

Sales during the week of Decem- 
her 16-22 totaled $112,000, a record 
for any cooperative society, Aghel- 
man reported. Of this amount, 
$32,600 was registered at the Tako- 
ma Park food store and $33,100 at 
the Greenbelt supermarket. The 
sale of Nova Scotia Christmas 
trees was successful, he said.

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The following editorial is reprinted in iis entirety from the 
ECI Cooperator. It contains food for thought for ail Co-op 
members. 


Dollars or People? 


With this issue, The Cooperator launches an cffort to put renewed 
emphasis on membership. 


What is a cooperative? You can offer definitions by the dozen, but 
‘we doubt that any of them will mention “dollars” or “money.” For 1 
consumer cooperative is first of all a. group of people who have agreed 
to work together—always holding a welzome out to any cther persons 
who wish to join in the mutual undertaking. 


It is alt very well to be “businesslike” in running our co-ops. We 
cannot continue to exist without accurate sets of books, without keeping 
sharp eyes on the balance sheet and operating statement. But the in- 
stant we get so absorbed in dollar signs or ratios or percentage points 
that we forget shout people coming first, we have begun to operate 
something perilously close to a “vo-op in name only.”. We may still 
follow the by-laws and pay back patronage refunds if saved—but the 
true source of vitality will be lacking. 


Too muany of what we tend to think of as our “best” local co-ops 
(because their dollar volume is impressive and their management “effi- 
cient”) get a shockingly low share of their patronage from members. 
A wastefully low share, too—because it has been proven Jong since that 
a member-patron buys far more and more consistently at the co-op than 
a typical non-member patron. 


Even from the strictly “business’ view, then, education that converts 
customers to members pays off. To neglect this process, undervalue 
it, or let it become intermittent is to do violence to the very core of the 
cooperative idea. 


Tet us not look on any intensive effort to incrcase membership tha‘ 
‘we may organize for early in the new year as a “drive.” but rather as 
evidence of re-dedicating ourselves to the fundamental cooperative con- 
cept that people come’ first. It’s @ concept that over a hundred years 
and more has Wrought cooperatives everywhere lasting success when 


they have stuck to it.
